Sz tle Reader to the place 
oh of Numbers the riy, 
and rity, Chapters, the effec whereof is 
this. After that the Childzen of Jſraell 
were gone out of Egipt, and had beene a 
great while in the Tlildernes, and now 
dꝛawing nye the Land of Canaan : the 
Loꝛd ſpake vnto Moy ſes and ſayd. 

Send foorth mè to ſpye out the Land of 
Canaan,which I will giue vato the Clul- 
dren of Iſrael of cuerv tribe of their Fa- 
thers a man , and let them be ſuch as are 


Captaines among them. &c. 


Moyles did ſo, and choſe out of euery 
Tribe à man, and ſent them fozth and 
bad them view the Land, and ſ& what 
maner of Countrep it was, and what ma 
ner of people they were that dwelt in it, 
and alſo to bꝛing ſome of the fruit of the 
Land with them, Zhey went,and after 
foꝛtp dapes they returned, and came to 
Moyles 
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Moyſes and Aaron and the whole Con⸗ 
gregation, and declared vnto them that 
they had found a godly Countrep flow- 
ing with ilk and Yony , and they had 
bꝛought of the fruit of the Land a cluſter 
of Grapes, Pomegranets and Figs. But 
there be ſtrong People dwelling in the 
Land, and great and mightie Citties, we 
are not able to go againſt them (ſap they) 
foꝛ all the men are of great ſtature, yea 
we ſaw Giants there alſo , as the Chil- 
dꝛen of Enock, and we ſeemed in our ſight 
as the Oralhoppers , x ſo did we in their 
ſight, 

At this repoꝛte the Childꝛen of Iſrael 
tok on and cryed and wept and murmu⸗ 
red agaynſt Moy ſes and Aaronand ſaid. 
Oh that we had died in Egipt, oꝛ that 
we might dye pet in this Mildernes. 

Mherfoꝛe bꝛingeth the Loꝛd vs into 
this Land 2 that our wines ſhould fall 
thoꝛowe theſwa2d, a nd our Childꝛen to 
be a pꝛap :? Is it not better that we goe 
agayne into Egipt? And they ſapd one to 
an other, let vs make a Captayne and go 
into Egipt agapne. 

But Moyſes and Aaron fel vpon theit 
faces befote the whole W 
e 
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the multirude of the Children of Tfraell 
and loſua the Sonne of Nun and Caleb 
the Sun of Tephan (which were alſo two 
ofthe twelue that had beene to ſpye out 
the Land) rent their clothes and {pake to 
the wholc Congregation of the Children 
of Iſraell and ſayd. The Land which we 
haue wall ed the rowe to ſpye it out: is a 
very good Land, it the Lord haue luſt vn 
to vs: he ſhall bring vs into the ſame land 
and giue it vs, which is a Land that flow - 
eth with milk and hony, 

But in any wile rebell ye not againſt 
the Lord, and {care not the pcopſc oi this 
Land, for we vill eat them vp as Bread, 

Their defetice is departed from them, 
but the Lord is vvith vs, be ye not afraid 
of thern, 

Then appeered the glory cf the Lord 
in the Tabernacle of vvitnes vnto al! 
the Children of Iſrael. And the Lord ſaid 
vntoMoyſes, how long shall this people 
blaſphẽe me: And hovv 16g vill it be cre 
they beleeue me for all the tok ens that I 
haue ſhevved amõg the? 1 vill ſmite thẽ 
vvithpeltilence and deſtroy them, and 
vvil make of thee a greater and a migh- 
tier people then this is. 
ut Moyles ſayd. Then ſhall the E- 
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giptians heare it( for vvith power thou 
haſt brought this people from among 
them) ſo ſhall it be tolde to the inhabi- 
ters of the lad alſo which haue heard that 
thou(O Lord) art among this people, 
that thou art ſeen from face to face, and 
that thy cloud ſtandeth ouer them, and 
that thou goeſt before them in the clou- 
dy piller on the day time, and in the fiery 
piller in the night time. 1f thou ſhouldeſt 
novv {ley this people (as one man) then 
the heathen that haue heard ſo good re- 
porte of thee: ſhould ſay. The Lord vvas 
not able to bring the people into the land 
that he ſvvare vnto them, therfore hath 
he ſlaine them in the VVildernes. 

So let the poyver of the Lord novv 
be great according as thou haſt ſpoken 
and ſayd. The Lord is of long cine 
and of great mercy , and forgiueth ſinne 
and treſpaſſe, and leaueth no mã innocẽt, 
and viſiteth the miſdeeds of the father: 
vppon the Children vnto the third and 
fourth gencration, 

O be gratious novy vntot he ſinne of 
this people according to thy great mercy 
like as thou haſt forborn this people alſo 
euer from Egipt vnto this place. 

And the Lord ſaid ] — forgiue- 
en 
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en it as thou haſt ſaid, but as truely as 1 
hue : all the vvorld ſhalbe full of my glo- 
ry. For of all the men that haue ſeen my 
glory and tokens vvhichI did in Egipt, 
and 1n the V Vildernes and tempted me 
nov, ten times and haue not harkened 
vnto my voyce &c, 

For Ih. ue heard their murmuriggs 
againſt me, tell them tiverfore as truely as 
I ue (faith the Lord) 1 vvill doo vnto 
vou euen asye haue ſpoken in mine cares, 
Your carcaſſes ſhall Ive in the VVilder- 
nes, but my ſeruant Caleb becauſe there 
is an other maner of ſpirit in him, and be 
cauſe he hath folovved me: him vvill I 
bring into the Land, and loſua the Son- 
ne of Nun. 

But ye vvith your carcaſſes ſhall lye 
in this V Vi'dernes , and your Children 
ſhall beare ycur miſdeeds forty yeeres for 
th: forty dayes that you vvere in ſpying 
our of the Land, a yeere for a day: that ye 
may knovve vvhat it is vvh:n 1 vvith- 
dravye my hand, euen Ithe Lord haue 
ſaid it and vvill doo it in decd vnto all 
this euill congregation that haue lift vp 
them ſelues againſt me, in this V Vilder. 
nes hall they be conſumed , and there 
{hall they die. And their deeds vvere pla 
gued before the Lord, all the men uv bom 
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Moy ſes ſent to ſpye out the Land, ſaue 
Ioſua and Caleb. 

And when Moy ſes had declared this 
to the people: they took great ſorowe 
and they roſe early in the morning and 
went vp to the toppe ofthe Mountayne 
and ſaid, loc we are heere red) to goe vp 
toͤ the place that the Lord commaunded 
vs, for we haue ſinned. But Moyſes ſayd 
wherfore goe you on this maner beyond 
the woordof the Lord ? It ſhall not proſ- 
per with you. Goe not vp (for the Lord is 
not among vs) that ye be not ſlayne of 
your eunem yes. Put they were blinded 
and would goe vp, notwitliſtandingMoy 
ſes and Aaron nor the Ark of couenaunt 
came not into the hoſte, and there they 
were ſlaine euery one, of their enemyes. 

Heere haſt thon (derely beloned 
in Cheifte ) almoſte the whole matter e- 
uen as it is wzitten, now ſhall if be (in 
my iudgement) very p2offfable torecyte 
it agayne and apply it to our time, that it 
may be pꝛinted the better in our minde, 
and that we map bothe learne by them 
to beware of Jnfidelitie and impattence, 
and that we murmur not againſt GOD 
and neglect his commaundements , and 
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alſo to folowe the ſtedfaſtnes of Caleb g 
Joſua in faith and belcefe, doing all thins 
ges acco2ding to the ww2d and comman⸗ 
dement of the Loꝛd. 

This councell doth Saint Paule ging 
vs ſaying, Take hed god Bꝛethꝛen / ſap⸗ 
eth he) that there be not in any of pon an 
euill hart of vnbclafe to departe from 
the liuig god, but erhoꝛt pour ſelues day 
ly while it is called to day, leſt any of you 
war hard harted thozowe the deceitful⸗ 
nes of ſinne c. Take herd (ſaith he) By 
this we map percciue that thoꝛowe vn⸗ 
belecf we departe from the liuing GDD, 
and fo2 lack of daply exhoztations: men 
war hard harted thoꝛowe the decctiful - 
nes of ſinne. 

He that hath the grace to conſider and 
perceiue well the ſtate of vnbeler , and 
ſpecially when the hart is once hardened 
tho2owe ſinne: ſhall not mernayle that 
Saint Paule ſaith take herd. Foꝛ ſure ho 
that will ſerue the Loꝛd: muſt take herd 
and feare, foꝛ he ſhall haue many enemi⸗ 
es ,. The feare of the lLoꝛd is the right 
Gods ſcruice(ſaith Sach) and he ſerueth 
God well that feareth to diſpleaſe him. 

Now are all thoſe things wꝛitten foz 
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dur learning that we might learne bothe 
by examples and crhoztations to feare 
God and do his will, 

The Child2en of Iſrael ( after that the Exo. 2 
Egiptian? began to make flaues of them) , 10, 
cryed vnto the Loꝛd and ſtghed to be de- 14. 
liuered, but after the Lo2d had wzought 
many wunders in Egipt foz their deliue⸗ 
raunte, and cauſed the Sea to open and | 
gane them roume , and Pharao with his Ex. x g 
hoſte dꝛowned, pet all this notwithſtan⸗ ,s, 7,1 
ding, alſone as any temptation aroſe: Gene, 
they foꝛgat altogither and murmured a- Exo. 1 
gapnſt the Loꝛd, and wiſhed that they had Exo. 31 
dyed in Cgipt , although the Loꝛd had Nu? 35 
pꝛomiſed their Fathers Abraham, Iſaac Pſal. 10. 
and lacob to multiply their ſeed , bleſſe 
them, and bꝛing them into the land that 
floweth with milk and hony, 

Pea the Lo2d went with them in the 
piller of a cloud by day, and by night in a 
piller offire , All this notwithſtand ing 
(A (ſay) foz every trifle : they murmured 
aud arudged, withing them ſelues again 
in Egipt, euen deſpiſing the voyce of the 
L.o2dtheir God, and made them other 
Gods, and ſeraed the Gods of the nati⸗ 
ons, ⁊ went a whozing after their owng 
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inuentions, fo2 which the Lozd plagued 
them often very loze. 
Theſe are examples vnto bs (ſapth 
o. Saint Paule) that we ſhould not luſt af- 
ter euill things, as they lufted, neither be 
pe woꝛſhippers of Images, as were ſome 
of them, accoꝛding as it is wꝛitten. The 
people ſat them down to eat and d2ink , 
and roſe vp to play , neither let vs com⸗ 
mit whozedome, as ſome of them com⸗ 
mitted and fell in one day rriy. thouſand, 
Neither let vs tempt Chꝛiſte as ſome of 
them tempted him and were deſtroyed of 
Serpents. Neither murmur pe as ſome 


m. 10. of them murmured and were deſtroyed 


. of the deſtroper. 

All thcſe happened to them koꝛ cxam⸗ 
ples ( ſayth Saint Paule) but they are 
w2itten to warne vs, vppon whom the 
end of the woꝛld is come. Therkoꝛze let 
him that thinketh he ſtandeth: take hed 
leſt he fall. Theſe be Saint Paules wo2 
des, and F would wiſh from my very 
hart that all inen from the hpeſt to the 
loweſt would way them carneflly, 

Fo? they be w2itten fo2 our learning, 

aͤnd to the intẽt that we ſhould take herd, 
feare God and flie ſuch offences: leſt we 
pꝛouoke 
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noke the Lo2d fo caſt vs of fo2 euer. Ye 
ſpeaketh cuen to the wiſeſt among men 
ſaying . let him that thinketh he ſtan⸗ 
deth take heed leſt he fall. 

This warning of Saint Paule map 
not be foꝛgotten, take heed therfoze Bze⸗ 
theren that there be not in any of you an 
euill hart of vnbelccf to departe from the 
liuing God. Uhere with all ſhall a yung 
man clenſe his way (ſapth Dau ich he an⸗ 
ſwereth him ſelf and ſapth, euen by ru- 
ling him ſelf after the woꝛd of God , but 
he that goeth beſide the wo2d of the Lo2d 
muſt needs fall , though he think him ſelf 
neuer lo ſure, oz What is man, 02 the I. 
wiſedome of man: is not the wiſedome 
of the woꝛld foliſhnes with God? 

The Lo2d bad Moyſes ſend out rt, 


men to ſppe out the land of TCanaan, foz Samu, 


he would giue it to the Childꝛen of Iſra⸗ 
ell in poſſeſſion, Moyſes did ſo, and chole 
of cuery of the twelue tribes one, to ſpye 
out the land, and that no ſmall foles:but 
euen of the cheefe of the tribes, And there 
they found a fruiffull*Countrep flowing 
with milk and hony. They bꝛought of 
the Grapes, Pomegranets and Figs. 
All this was acco2ding to the wozd 
B. ij. of 
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of the Loꝛd, and his pꝛomiſe made fo the 
Fathers. But as the nature of man is 
alway to loue him ſelf , to leane to his 
owne wiſedome, and to put ſome conft- 
dence therin, and thus foꝛſake faith: ſo 
theſe meſſengers ſapd vnto the People, 
we came vnto the Land whether ye ſent 
vs, where it floweth with milk and hos 
ny. and this is the fruit therof, But then 
the people are mightie, their Cities are 
ffrong and great, ſo that we are not able 
to match them. Yea we ſawe Giants 
there alſo, the childꝛẽ of Enock (ſap thep) 
and we ſeemed in our ſight as the Gral⸗ 
hoppers, and ſo did we in their ſight like 
wile, 

Now heere we ſ& how they fel away 
tho2owe vnbelef, foz what needed they 
haue feared the Giants oꝛ any other 
thing: if they had belceued God as Abra 
ham their Father did? but they toke no 

te) to the word of the Lo2d , therefoze 
hep bꝛought this euiil repoꝛte vpon the 
Land, inſo much thaf the People with 
theſe woꝛds began to cry and howle ſay- 
ing. 
f Oh that we had died in the Land of 
3, 14+ Egipt, orthat we might dye yet in this 
VVudernes 
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VVilderncs , vvherfore bringeth the 
Lord vs into this Land: that our vviues 
should fall thoro we the ſvvoord, and our 
Children be a pray: Is it not better that 
we goe agayne into Egipt? Und thus ſaid 
they one to an other. Let vs make a Cape 
taine ouer vs, and goc againe into Egipt. 

Mark heerc the vnfaithfulnes oftheſs 
meſſengers. Beholde allo the weak faith 
that was in the people. The wad of 
the Loꝛd bad Moylſcs ſend ſpyes into the 
land (which the Loꝛd would giue to the 
Childꝛen of Firaci!) as it was ollen pꝛo⸗ 
miſed befoꝛe. But theſe meſſengers las 
ked vpon the mightie men and great Gi⸗ 
ants and foꝛgat the pꝛomiſe of God, Like 
wiſe the people harkened to the voyce of 
the mellegers let the voice of p Loꝛd go. 

Oh vnaodly gencration. Where was 
Abrahams faith 2 which when he was 
commaunded to kill his oniy Sonne, in Gen. : 
whom the Loꝛd had pꝛomiſed to bleſſe all 
nations: he foꝛſok reaſon, left his owne 
wiſcdome , and belzeued that the Loꝛd 
would raiſe him againe from death vnto 
life: rather then his wozd ſhould not be 
fulfilled, 


This is wziffen foz our learning, that 
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we alſo may ſet hand of the pꝛomiſes of 
God with like faith. But where this 
faith is: let vs now talke awhile of our 
lafferdayes , that we may ſe& whether 
this faith be among vs oꝛ not. 

Many wꝛiters haue compared the 
Pope to ning Phzrao of Egipt. And in 
deed it may well be, foꝛ as long as he go⸗ 
uerned the Church: he made vs bondlla⸗ 
nes, he + his miniſters. Yea re were fo 
blindelp led + ſo tirannouſip handlcd,and 
that with ſuch villanp: that J am ſure 
the Jſraelifes were neuer ſo ſhamefully 
intreated of King Pharao and his mint- 
ſters: as we haue beene of this Pharao 
and his ſhauen gentration. 

Fo? the dayes hath berne, that if a 
man had found a P2ecff 02 a Fryer in the 
bed with his wife: he durſt not to haue 
laid his hands vpon him, wheras if it had 
beene an other man (although he had lain 
him) it had bene accounted no fault af 
all. No man might haue ſued them at 
the common Law. Yea theſe Egiptians 
Were wared ſo pꝛoud: that they had dent 
ded them ſelues from the pwze Ilraelits, 
in ſo much that they muſt be called ſpiri⸗ 
tuall Fathers, and we the lewd people.

And if any poꝛe Iſraelite had grudged at 
any time to beare their he aup and intol⸗ 
lerable burthens: there was no remedy 
but cruell death without nicrey, vnles he 
would ſweare to be obedient vnto them 
in all things whatlocuer they ſhould com 
maund him. 

Many a poꝛe ſoule hath ſuffered vn⸗ 
der them meoſte trueli loꝛments, many a 
one haue they put to death that could not 
be ſuffered to anſwer? fo2 him ſelf, ma⸗ 
ny a one haue they put fo death, the cauſe 
wherof was neuer knoſwen, many a one 
haue they mard2cd in Mꝛiſon ſccretly, 
leſt their outragious truel manſlaughter 
ſhould be openly knowen, hut thanks be 
vnto the Almightie God which of his lo⸗ 
ue that he bare vnto vs, at the crycs of 
ſome faithfuil Jſraclites , hath deliuered 
vs by his miniffer from vndcr the great 
and intollerable burthens of this cruell 
Pharao, and hath bꝛought vs into the 
Mildernes, wherc we heare the L. oꝛd 
ſpeak to vs dayly in 5 p Bible wherein is 

wꝛitten bothe the new Teſtament and 
the olde which is bꝛonght among vs, Pha 
raos power is taken from him, his Bul⸗ 


les be not regarded, his ſuperſtitio” i _ 
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of religion be gon, and a great mainy of 
his Pawmetry and other baggage did 
that woꝛthy Ling Henry deſtrop. 

Many wunderſull things did the Loꝛd 
b:ing to paſſe in his dapes, yet loe foz all 
that could not we continew faithfall, All 
theſe wundere, the pꝛophecies of the Loꝛd 
him ſelf againſt thoſe falſe pꝛophets, no2 
pet the examples of thoſe Iſraelites in 
the Nlildernes could keepe vs in a ſted⸗ 
faſt faitb in the pꝛomiſes of the L oꝛd, but 
at cuery temptation we were redy to goe 
back agayne into Egipt. 

| Fo2 it᷑ there came but acommaunde- 

ment to burn our boks o2 ſuch like:ftraif 
way we began to deſpaire, to grudge, and 
murmur, yca # many went back agayne 
into Egipt and be not pet returned. Na⸗ 
ther had they to be ſlaues in Egipt, to ſit 
by the fleſh pots filling their luſts: then 
to ieopard their liues at the commaunde⸗ 
ment of GOD in the Mildernes. And 
fo2 ſuch infidelific and wickednes, how 

haue we felt the Plagues of the Lozd 2 
bothe hunger ,peſtilence and war, 

But they will ſap, it happeneth only 
foꝛ theſe new found out Mereſies that be 
now abzoad, And cucry euill that _ 
| 3 cct 
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teth: they impute it to the Goſpel, which 
they call Hereſp, vet this J am ſure all 
they cannot deny : but theſe Ylagues in 
the Uildernes havned vnto the 33cople 
ſoꝛ diſoveping the woꝛd of the L02d, and 
foꝛ walking after their owne zinuenti⸗ 
ons. 

Now if theſe whom thep call Here⸗ 
tiks) coc about to ſet vp 62 put down a⸗ 
ny thing beüde the Doctrine of Cliriſte: 
then might thep haue lome colour to 
cloke their matter with all, to make the 
rude people belue that theſe Plagues 


belonged not to their vnfaithfull werks. 


But now to confirme their malice they 
ſay. Loke vppon their liuing, here is 
one pꝛeacheth a Sermon at foze none: 
and is d2unk at after none , An other in 
a whole aſſemblie maketh an Oꝛation to 
deſtroy vice: and fo2th with inconfinent 
committeth abhomination. One w2t- 
teth a boke this dap to exhoꝛt men vnto 
god liuing: and the nert day him ſelf is 
found an open tranſgreſtour of the law, 

Loke vppon thcin (ſap they), greater 
who:ckepcrs end adulterers, greater 
ſwearcrs and biaſphemers of the name 
of God, greater extoztioners and doceis 
B. v. ners 
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ners, moꝛe pꝛond, moze enuious, moꝛe 
couetous then theſy(which talke ſo much 
of the Goſpell) can not noꝛ is poſſible to 
be. 

But what ſhall we ſay to them now 2 
ſhall we ſap they lye 2no , fo2 they ſpeak 
many things truely(although they ſpeak 
it of malice) as J hanc ſœne the experi⸗ 
ence to often. But alas that euer ſuch 
manifeſt wickednes ſhould be ſuffered 
vnpuniſhod. 

Loke to it (O pe Pagiſtrates) fog 
right ſharp iudgement ſhall be done on 
theſe that be in authoꝛitie, and it pertei⸗ 
neth to pour charge, as well te maintain 
Chꝛiſtes doctrine in puniſthing the wic⸗ 
ked liuing: as to deſtroy gr ry in a - 
boliſhing falſe pzeaching, Zherfo2e J ſay 
agayne loke to it, foꝛ theſe falſe 2 
be not able to open their mouthes with 
learning to defend their falſe doctrine, foꝛ 
every Childe almoſte is able to confound 
them euen by their owne learning and 
Dorto2s, 

Only now do they ſlaunder the Sol⸗ 
pel with the filthy liuing of a ſoz te of fal⸗ 
ſc fained b2ctheren , which with their 
lips confelly Chꝛiſte the Lozd , but in 
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their deeds they deny him openly , and 
that vnpuniſhed. And therfoze yet once 
agapne (though J be but a poꝛe and vn⸗ 


pꝛofitable ſeruant of Jeſus Chꝛiſte) do J Num 2 


exhoꝛt you (O pe Maniſtrates and high 
rulers) in the 3cale of Phinees, that due 
puniſhment may be had foꝛ ſuch outragts 
ous wickednes , to the intent that the 
Loꝛd may the ſoner withdꝛawe his plas 
ane from vs, and his mercy take place in 
repentaunt harts by faith conuerted. 

Due puniſhment J lay, foꝛ J feare my 
exhoꝛtation will not ſerue, wickednes is 
ſo great. And J beſeech you (O pe Pa - 
giſtrates) that you will pardon me of ſo 
much boldenes that J may exhoꝛt yon als 
ſo to take hed that there be not in any of 
vou an euill hart of vnbelcef to departe 
krom the liuing God, foꝛ J am ſure the 
Deuill goeth about like a rozing Lion, 
ſeking whom he may deuoure, therfoze 
take god hed, 

Fo2 if any of you be giuen to deſire 
and conet to reign with riches and poſle⸗ 
Trons in this woꝛld: he will be at hand 
with you, in fach wiſe will he perſwade 
vou: that pou ſhall think ye can not haue 
fo much to ſet foꝛth Thaſſes 2 —. 
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Ik any of vou be giuen to the Lnff of 
women: he ſhall perſwade vou (by the 
Scriptures pe ſhall think) that you may 
fake an other beſide your wile, oꝛ els put 
away pour wife and mary an other fo2 e⸗ 
uerp fault, though you pour ſelf be the 
cauſe of her fall. 

If any of you be giuen to pꝛide: this 

wicked Serpent is alway at hand to pers 
ſwade yon , that foꝛ aſmuch as pe be in 
authoꝛitit:pe onght to be knowen aboue 
other men. Thus ſhall he bꝛ ing into you 
a certayne loue of pour ſelf, and pe (hall 
thinkthat pcu be lift vp abwue other mt, 
which vet be pour bꝛetheren. 
If pon be giut᷑ o be angry: he ſhal cauſe 
vou in a fur to foꝛget mercy , yeae then 
ſhall pour authoaitic be a miniſter of Fn. 
Do what vice ſoeuer you be bent to: he 
tsredy to increaſe it and to make you foz 
get it, and then foz lack of exhoꝛtations: 
map ye be hardened in your ſinne, and 
then ts it dangerous. 

Take had therfoꝛe, foꝛ a little fin in 
vou is much noted of the commons , and 
in thoſe things pe fall your ſelues: how 
tan vou puniſh other: ſo by this meanes 
map it come to paſſe that ————

Thus ſhall theſe backbiters bane als 
way an occaſion fo2 to launder Chꝛiſtes 
Goſpell, foꝛ they foꝛget not the enill li⸗ 
uing, that they may ſpye in theſe Goſpels 
lers. But J aſke theſe holp Fathers 
when they ſay theſe Goſpellers line ſo 
naughtilp in all kind? of ſinne and abho- 
minations: whether do they hate the 
ſinne that theſe men commit: 02 els the 
Golpell that they ſo much talke of? Nay 
the ſinne (will they ſay) foꝛ veryſhame, 
but if ſinne be the cauſe : why (they ſap ) 
be theſe Goſpellers ſuchwhozemongers, 
ſuch ſwearers, ſuch pꝛoud men, ſuch co⸗ 
uetonus: tc. It theſe be the cauſes; why 
had they not made Statutes (when ther 
bare the rule) and ſtrait lawes to puniſh 
theſe abhominations with ſome puniſh⸗ 
ments at leaſt: as well as they made la⸗ 
wes to puniſh with death ſuch as read, 
talked, pꝛeached oꝛ wꝛit any thing out of 
the Bibie foz the defence of Chaiſtes Goſ 
pell, agaynſt their Jpocrits and falſe do⸗ 
ctrine? yea why do they not cry out vpon 
theſe abhominations indifferently in all 
men 2 ſteing euen ot their owne ſec be as 
fllthye liners and as wicked as the other? 
and 
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and a great number, yea the holy fathers 
them ſelues will be knowen to be no 
Saints(J warrant)yon ſome time. But 
will ye knowe the cauſe why; the Goſ- 
pell pzeacheth againſt their Mipocriſte, 
againſt their couetouſnes, againſt their 
pzideand vain glozp, and agaynſt their 
blindenes ſpecially in Gods wwozd, and 
againſt all their abhominations , The 
Goſpell, the Goſpell. Hcc eſt illud hinc 
ill clamores. Hec eſt illa malitia, This is 
the thing they be agreeued with all. 

Vow carefull therfoze and ware ought 
they to be in their conuerſation,that ſhall 
pꝛeach, teach, weite oꝛ read, oꝛ with aus 
thozitie ſet fozth Gods woꝛd vnto the 
people: fo2 they be as it were meſſen⸗ 
gers ſent to ſpye out the Land, Vow had 
they nerd to take heed that there be in noe 
of them an euill hart of vnbelef to depart 
from the lining God, left thoꝛow Jnfide- 
Iyfie they bꝛing an euil repoꝛt vppon the 
lad of Canaan, We are admonyſhed hear 
by theſe meſſengers fo cleaue faſt to the 
wo:d of God, to ſtick to his pꝛomile, to 
bediligentinonr vocation and fo fozſake 
our owne wiſdome, yea # do that onely 
he commaundeth, Foz if the wozd * = 
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Loꝛd laid: deſtroy the Images of baall, 
plucke down the Jdols, deſtroy the Hill⸗ 
aulters, burn the groues leaue nothing, 
feare them not, Jam the Loꝛd. Ukhat 
councel is there (in this caſe) that may 
be allowed: Hath not the Lo2d ſaid to 
Moyles ſend men to ſpy out the Land 
which J wil! giue to the Childzen of Jf- Heb. 3. 
raell? Underſtand (dere Bꝛetheren) 
that as Moyles the choſen Seruannt of 
God to whome was committed the go⸗ 
uernaunce of the Chilzzen of Jſrael fo 
rule in the leter: doth ſigniſte the only 
begotten Sonne of Pod Jeſnus Chulte, 
fo whom is cõmitted all judgment, rule 
and power ouer all men in his ſpirit, E 
as Melchiſadech King of Salem the hye Gene. 1 
Paeeſt of God (with out begining oz en» Heb, 5, 
ding) doth paint befoze our eyes 8 euer⸗ 
laſting pꝛerſthod of Ciriite, which offred 
the true bꝛead x the true wine, of which 
wholo eateth and dꝛinketh hath euerla- Heb. 4 
ſting life: ſo doth this holy Land (pzomi * 
ſed to Abraham + his poſteritie) ſigniſie 
vnto vs 5 holy pꝛomiſed dwelling of the 
Father that heauenlp manſton pꝛepared 
of Chriſte fq2 his eled, that kinadome in 
which is toy and peace in the holy ghoſt,

cb, Io, Theſe are the ſhadowes of god thinges 


to come, + not the thinacs in their owne 
faction ſaith Saint Paule and this M and 
of Canaan which was pꝛomiſed to Abra 
ham and to his ſ&de and they poſſeft it, ⁊ 
indeed it was but a ſhad w of the euerla⸗ 
ting kingdome of heauen. The Jour⸗ 
ney thoꝛow the wildernelſle: betokeneth 
this miſcrablc life ſo ful of troubles and 
temptation, And as all ſuch as grudged 
againſt God in the wilderneſſe whe any 
temptatið aroſe, 4 would go back againe 
into Egipt:? dyed in the wildernefſe and 
were not ſuffred to enter into the Land 
of Canaan: cuen ſo are all ſyc} vnfait ih 
ful, and fleſhly liuers, as can not abide 
lo haue their luſts reſtrained but would 
go againe into Egipt by the fleſh pots, ⁊ 
all ſuch as will not abide by the woꝛd of 
the Loꝛd, to woꝛſhip him accoꝛdig as he 
hath appoited but would go after ſtrange 
Gods woz2ſhiping him after their owne 
inuentions: all theſe J ſay (vnleſſe they 
repent and be conuerted) ſhall not enter 
the kingdome of God, but ſhall lye in the 
wildernelle, that is, a place of euer laſtig 
trouble and veration, Tanke hed ther 
foze there be not in any of you an euil 
| hart 
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hart of vnbel&f. Let vs not ſhzinke in 
this wilderneſſe but patiently abide the 
wil of God & the be we ſure we ſhall poſ- 
ſeſſe this frufcful Land foꝛ Cop hath pꝛo 
miſed aud that is ſuffitient. Loke what 
he hath ſpoke : muſt needs come to palle, 
and (God is my witneſſe) J did euer ſince 
I had any perſcueraunce in Chri{tcs dos 
rin, beleue that as the Pope was des 
p2tued of his falce vſurped power: fo 
ſhould all his fained religion decay, and 
be vtterlp deſtroped. Foz the Lo2d ſaith 
encry plant which mp heauenly Father 
hath not plainted: ſhall be plucked vp by 
the rotes. Not withſtanding it hath coe 
fo2th fair and calely and peraduenture 
ſome of theſe vnfaithfull @eTengers 
hath brought an euil repozt vppon this 
heauenly Canaan, which is the very do⸗ 
rin of Chriſte, as Chriſte calleth it him 
ſelf, Foz J haue heard ſome ſay (which 
haue been no ſmall foles) it is god in 
ſuch waightie matters to take god adz 
uiſement and 9a all thinges with diſcre⸗ 
tion. Fo2 if wee ſhould aboliſh and put 
down all thinges that Gods wo2d doth 
not allowe meaning many ſuperſtifions 
Ceremonyes , and alſo the great diſozder 
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of miniſters with ſach like:great hoſtes 
and great armies of men will inuade vs 
and wee ſhall not be able fo indure agaĩſt 
the, Fo2 here haue we the Stotiſh me on 
the one ſide,the Frenchmen on the other 
ſide, The Jriſhmen are very rude , the 
Pope ſhall ſet the Emperour vppen vs, 
And all nations wil inuade vs. Yea our 
owne Countrie will rebel againſt vs, © 
Caleb, Caleb, Dh Ioſua, heare yon not 
what an euill repoꝛte theſe meſſcncers 
bing vppon the Land? Thus and ſuch 
like tales ſhall make the pcople rebell a- 
gainſt Moy ſes. why rent pon not pour 
clothes? among theſe rit. meſſengers 5 
were ſent to ſpye out y Land:?Was there 
but two faithfull men: But theſe two 
when they law the multitude ſo far out 
of oꝛder, ſo void of grace that Moy ſes and 
Aaron fel downe vppon their fates to in 
treat them: they rent their clothes, and 
ſpake to the whole congregation ſaying, 
The Land that wer haue walked tho - 
row to ſpye out, is a very god Land: if 
the Loꝛd haue luſt vnto vnto vs: he ſhal 
bing vs into the ſame Land and giue it 
vs, Which is a Land that floweth with 
milke and hony, But in any vviſc rebe.

Of rwelue men, 
not again(t the Lord, and fear not the peo 
ple of the land, for vve vvil cat them vp as 
bread, their detenceis departed fro them, 
but the Lord is with vs be not atraid ot

Mark wel the woꝛds oftheſe two faith 
ful Meſſengers , wee wil cat them bp as 
bꝛead ſaythey, There defence is departed 
from them. The Loꝛd is with vs, be not a 
fraid, of them. Oh faith faith. Vf all theſe 
Lands and Cunfries were bent to rome 
indeed, what ſhould we feare: rather ſho - 
tld wee beleeuc, that of theſe Enemies in 
comming ouer the riuer, the whole hoſte 
ſhould finke: then that God ſhall faile 
thoſe that faithfully truſt in him, But al 
thing muſt be don with diſcretion ſob21s 
etie and wiſdome (ſay they). But I pꝛay 
you what greater wiſdomo and diſcre⸗ 
tion can there be, then to do carneſtly 
the commanndement of God, and with 
an earneſt zcale to ſet foꝛth his trueth? 
what is pour mind to do: Are pe not min 
ded to ſet fo2th Gods woꝛd with a pure 
conſcience? Are yon not minded to do ac 
coʒding to the ſame: s it not pour pur⸗ 
poſe to rot out Idolatrie? Do you not in 
tend to ſet vp the true woꝛſhip of God? 
C. u. If 
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If conſcience be defiled W couekuonſnes, 
whoꝛdome, pꝛide, 02 any ſuch like vice: 
then keare how you go ſc2warde, + take 
god councel befoꝛe vou p2oceed, foꝛ Gods 
wo25 Will not cloke that lona, but will 
ſe it puniſhed, yea and all men ſhall ſe& it. 
But it pour cõſcience be cler and ye (ok 
nothing but p only gloꝛp cf Ccd{though 
it were wich the loſte of all pour gods if 
it pleaſed Cod ſo lo bꝛing to paſſe) to do 
only that he cdmaundeth pou: why ſtay 
pe: are pe affraid of the number of men 
and great Qiaunts: is it not Gods cavſe 
that pou take in hand: dare anp nation 
venter vppon ſuch a Land: is not God 
our ſhteld and defence: haue we not a pꝛo 
miſe that v. ſhall chaſe an hund2ed, and 
an C. ſhall chaſe ten thouſand? are theſe 
vaine woꝛds: arc thep not our life? do 
weer not fee hare in the ſame ſtozp that 
When the People would haue ſtoned Ca- 
leb and Joſua, fo2 ſpeaking to them in 
this faith:the gloꝛp of the Loꝛd appered 
in the Tabernacle of witnelle vnto the 
People, and the L 02d ſaid vnto Moyles: 
Hov long «hall this People blaſpheme 
me: And hovv long wil it oe ere they be 
lecue me: tor all the tokens that I haue 
zhev Wed 
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Shevved among, them? I will (mite this 
People vvth peſti{ece and deſtroy them 
and vvill make of thee a greter and migh 
tier Pe ple, thenthis is, (ſaich the Lord) 
Conſider weil theſe woꝛds, cõſider who 
ſpake them, to whom thep were ſpoken 
and fo! whoic ſake they were w2itten, 
Oh what caſe ſhor:l9 wee be in, if our Pfal, . 
Moyles ſtode not in the gap and pꝛaped 
his Father ©2 vs: He vnfaithfullp do 
wee daylp fall, even as it were a People 
that had no God at all: Let vs therefoze 
be warned in time. Let vs be conuerted 
vnto the Loꝛd. Let vs ſeperat our ſelucs 
from the truſt of men, from the wildome 
of men, from the vain confidence of this 
wo:ld, with allthe venifice of it. And 
let vs with a ſingle eye and pure tonſci⸗ 
ence call vppon the name of the Loꝛd. 
Our mediatour is alwaies redp to offer 
our pꝛapers to his Father, and hath pꝛo⸗ 
miſed that wer ſhall be heard, if wee call 
in faith. Let vs learn of Moſes and other 
holy Fathers of Chriſt and his Apoſtels 
how to p2ay , fo2 alwaiſe are there octa⸗ 
fions offerd to a faithful man to pꝛap: as 
was heer to Moyſes foz the People. But 


wer had need to pꝛay fo2 our ſelues and to 
in. dy ſiro 
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deſire our Moyſes to p2ay fo vs alſo, foꝛ 
wee haue offended after this manncr. 
Wyertoze let vs lift vp our voice ſapig. 
O Lo2d be mercifull vnto thy people ac⸗ 
co2ding to thine accouſtomable mercies, 
do away our offences: foꝛ we haue ſin⸗ 
ned. But pet fo2 thy names ſake deliuer 
vs. Were haue taken vppon vs to be of 
thy golpell, and with our mouthes wee 
confellc thee, but in our deeds wee deny 
ther, pet Loꝛd haue mercy foꝛ if y ſhoul⸗ 
deſt plague vs actoꝛding vnto our deſert: 
then ſhould the other vnbeleeuing lay, 
Lo, bcholde how God hateth their heri⸗ 
ſic and thus ſhould thy woꝛd be deſpiſed 
and hated of all nations, Oh be gratious 
thercfoze vnto our ſinnes accoꝛding vn⸗ 
to thy great mercp, like wile as thou haſt 
fozbo2ne vs alwaiſe hetherto:be thus gra 
tious vnto vs fo2 Clriſtes ſake. Let all 
ſuch faithfull men as do carneſtly ſtudy 
the amendment of their wicked life, ſay 
Amen. But he that doth not ſo: let him 
keep ſcilente. Foꝛ ſuch p2ayers doth 
Gods woꝛd teach vs, by his Saints wht 
ch were witten foz our lerning. As foz 
mattins mumblers and maſſe mongers 
with diriges and trentalls with ſuch lu⸗ 
verſtitious 
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perſtitious pꝛapers: the Scripture ſpea- 
keth not of them, but theſe and ſuch like 
are the Scriptures ful, no vain babling 
bnt effectuall faithfull and feruent ought 
our pꝛapers to be, F02 the pꝛaper of a 
rightcous man auaileth much (faith S. x... 
Iames) if it be fcruent. As it apæreth al. 
ſo in this ſloꝛy by Moe les, which obtai⸗ 
ned grace toꝛ the People. Fo? the Loꝛd 
ſaid I haue fo2atuen it as thou hall ſapd. 
But thoſe that haue murmured againſt 
me tel:them, as truely as I liuc ſaith the 
Lord) 1 vvill doo vato you: cuen as ye 
haue ſpoken in mine cares, Your Cark- 
aſſes ghall lye in the vv1ldernelle, and all 
yee that were numbred from xx, yeeres 
and aboue which murmured againſt me: 
shall not come into the Land, concernig 
the vvhich I liſte vp my hand that I wo- 
uld let you dvvel therm ſaue Caleb the 
Sonne cf lephune and loſua the Sonne 
of Nun. And ſo there died and were pla⸗ 
gucd befoꝛe the Loꝛd all the men whome 
Moyles ſent to ſppe out the Land and 
made the whole multitude to murmure 
againſt it becaule they bꝛought vp a mil 
repoꝛt vppon the Land that it was euil. 
Herre ſhall it be very neceſſary to reme- 
C.iiu. ber 
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ber the woꝛds of the hie pꝛſts Phari 
ſes (which gathered a ccuncel after that 
Chriſte had raiſcd Lazarus) 4 they ſayd 
what do wer⸗ This man doth many to⸗ 
kens, if we let him go thus: all men wil 
beleeue in him, then ſhall the Romaing 
come and take away all our Land and 
People. Now within fourtie yeeres afs 
ter (as the Hiſtories plainly declare) 
was lcruſalem deſtroped inded of the 
Rom ains and the moſte parte ſlain and 
le>away captiue. But why trowe peer 
becauſe he ſuffered Chriſte to pꝛeach and 
his doctrin to be pobliſhed: no, but bes 
cauſe they miſtruſted leaſt if they ſhould 
bauc ſuffered him, the commons ſhould 
come as they did inded: Q uod vereban- 
tur hoc accidit ills, Take hed therfoꝛe 
that there be not in any of pou an euill 
hart of vnbelef to depart from the linĩg 
God J ſay take hed, ſoz he that feareth 
the ho2e froſt : p deep ſnow ſhall fall vp⸗ 
pon him, and ſurely if ye fear the diſtru 
ſtion of pour body ly ſubſtaunce thozow 
inſidelitie and miſtruſt of Gods mightie 
hand: it is to be feared leſt he ſhould de 
trop vou both body and ſoule. Loke to 
it all xe that hold ſo much ol rour polli⸗ 
tik 
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tik wiſedome, fo2 Gods pleaſure and his 
commaundements palleth mans reaſon 
and wiledome He will not be meaſured 
with mans po!l:cye, he will wo2k with 
his mighty power, wheras mans reaſon 
can not vnderſtand it. Foꝛ theſe mellen⸗ 
gers that were ſent to ſpyr out the land, 
perteiuing the multitude okpeople which 
were miahtie, and the ſtrong Cities that 
were in the land. Agapn conſidering he 
great Giants that were there alſo: thous 
ght if could not be that they ſhould get 
the Countrep, foꝛ it U not with reaſon, 
and therfoꝛe murmured they and wiſhed 
that they had dyed in Egipt, 02 that they 
mought dye in the WhlDernes, and cuen 
ſoitcame to paſſe fo2 their vnfaithful - 
nes, fo2 they were plagurd and dyed in 
the Mildernes as many as murmured , 
But loſua and Caleb were left aliue, 
and pꝛeſerued by the wunderfull power 
of God, and that becauſe of the ir ſtedfaſt 
faith that they had in the pꝛomiſes of the 
L 02d, But the people would haue ſtoned 
them euen fo2 their faithfulncs . Fo2 the 
other ten loked vpon the wrong men and 
great Cities, but theſe men loked vppon 
the people with them.

The H iſtory, 
But alas fo2 the blindenes of the 
wo2ld,fo2 as the falſe Dꝛophets were all 
way the greateſt number: ſo were the 
rude multitude continualiy bent fo velce⸗ 
ue the moꝛe parte, and fo ſtone, cruciſie, 
burn and hang, oꝛ with ſome other cruell 
toꝛments rid ſuch alwapas bꝛought them 
the trueth , as we lee it euident in all the 
holy Scriptures by the pꝛophets, and by 
Chꝛiſte him ſelf and his Apoſtles, and as 
we haue ſcene alſo by god experience in 
our dapes. 

But the Loꝛd is alway at hand fo de⸗ 
liner thoſe that faithfully truſt in him, he 
comfoꝛteth them and helpeth them, fo2 
either he deliuereth them by his mightie 
hand out ofthe Tirants hands (as he did 
theſe two men with the apparaunce of 
bis gloꝛy in the Tabernacle, and as he 
did the th: Childꝛen out of the burning 

n.3. 6. Ouen, and Daniell out of the Lions den, 
with many ſuch like): oz cls with great 
victoꝛy and triumph he giueth vnto them 
ſtrength aladly to ſuffer death, wherby 
his name is moꝛe gloꝛiſied then it was be 

it, 25, foꝛe by their life, 

r' 15, Examples of this are plenteous, not 

7, only in Chꝛiſtes paſſion « W

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with other Diſciples and Apoſtles: but 
alſo in our time full many haue luffered 
moſte truell toꝛments and bitter death, 
whole great patience and conſtant faith: 
hath pꝛouoked a great number (the pur⸗ 
poſe of God ſo determining) to receiuethe 
Goſpell, and with gladnes toumbzace ths 
doctrine of Chꝛiſte. 

Thus doth the Loꝛd fryc his elec, 
with trouble and aduerſitie, that Fapth 
may ſhine and appeere in his right kinde, 
and vnles it he tried: how ſhall pe be kno 


wen: Howchoulo we haue ſpoken ſo Gen. 2 


much of Abrahams faith: if the Loꝛd had 
not tried it? The Loꝛd bad him kill his 
only begotten Sonne Iſaac and make a 
ſacrifice of him, pet had he pꝛomiſed him 
befoꝛe that he would multiplpe him and 
make him a great people, Heere would 
realon haue thought, that foꝛaſmuch as 
the Loꝛd had pꝛomiſed him that in his 
ſed all nations of the earth ſhould be blcC 
ſed, andhauing no mo Childꝛen but that 
ſame one, and then commaunded to kill 
him: reaſon (7 ſay) would haue perſwa 
ded him that it had bene but folly to lok 
foz the foꝛmer pꝛomiſe, pea a great ſoꝛte 
of men would haue grudged and murmu 
red

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red, as we ſ& by the Childꝛen of Tſraell, 
at euerp femptation in the Mildernes, 
and almoſte in euerp age, and cuen in 
our dayes (very few excepted). But this 
Abraham ſet fœꝛth foz an craple to all the 
thatbelaue , loked only to the pꝛomiſe 
that was p2occeded out of the mouth of 
God and regarded nothing cls, 

He did not reaſon the matter, firſt how 
be might dwe foꝛ an other Sonne, that 
the fozmer pꝛomiſe of Pod might take 
place:he neither murmured no2 grudged 
but did as the Loꝛd bad him. Foꝛ he dou⸗ 
ted not (ſaith Saint Paule) in the pꝛomiſe 
of God thoꝛowe vnbetaſ:but was ſtrong 
in faith, and gaue God the pꝛaiſe, ⁊ was 
ſure that loke what God pꝛomiſed: he is 
able to make it god, and therkoze was it 
recounte d vnto him foꝛ rightuonſnes. 

Now mut J here admoniſh all men 
that pꝛofeſſe Chꝛiſte: fo beholde Abra⸗ 
hams faith, that we may likewiſe cleaue 
fo the pꝛomiſes of GOD as our Father 
Abraham did. 

Fo: Saint Paule ſaith WUhafſoencr 
things are wꝛitten afc2e time are wziten 
foʒ our learning, that we thozow patitte 
and conifoꝛt of the ſcriptures might haue 


hnne 
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hope. They are written fo2 our lear⸗ 
ning (ſaith aint Paule) Ff they be wait 
ten fo2 our learning: it is reaſon we do 
knowe them, cls how ſhall we learn pas 
tience: how ſhall we haue hope vnles it 
be thoꝛobe comfoꝛt of the Scriptures? 
Hob should Abrahams faith be knowen 
bato us: it it had not bene waitten foz 
our inſtruction: 02 how ſhould the woꝛ⸗ 
des ofthe Father ſpoken to Moyles, and 
ſpecially the commaundements be kno⸗ 
wen to vs: if they had not beene Witten: 

It was by the high pꝛouidente of God 
that his UWoz:d was a wap reſerued in 
wꝛiting, that we (as Saint Paule ſapth) 
thozowe patience and comfo2te of the 
Scriptures: might haue hope, this is 
well knowen by that the Loꝛd gaue his 
Lab in Tables of ſtone to Moyles, to be 
read to the people, ⁊ therfoze ſapth Moy- 
ſes, theſe woꝛds which J commaund thee 


this dap, ſhalbe in thine hart, and thou Deut. 


ſhalt ſhewe them vnto thy Childꝛen, and

Beholde with what care the Loꝛd gi⸗ 
ueth his commanndements , that they 
ſhouldnot be foꝛgotten. Diligent theres 
fo:e were the P2ophets alway fo waite 
fo:th the wunders that God hath alway 
ſhewed fo2 the childꝛen ofmen, The Lo2d 
ſaydfo loſua. Let not the Boke of the 
Law depart out of thy month. but recoꝛd 
therin bothe day and night. Now ifthele 
commaundements be fozgotten ſo that 
we haue the notin our hart:thcn ſhail we 
haue little pleaſure to talke of them, foꝛ 
the month talketh of the abundaunce of 
the hart. If they be not in our hart noꝛ in 
our mouth: it is not poſſible v we ſhould 
be doing of them. If we be not doing of 
the Loꝛds commaundements:ſurely we 
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turn 
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turn to the right hand oꝛ the left, we ad, 
we duminiſh, we foꝛget the true woꝛſhip 
of God, we ſerue Idols and folowe our 
owne inuentions, we foꝛget Abrahams 
faith, we ſoꝛget Moyſcs doctrine, we foꝛ⸗ 
get Caleb and loſua, Chꝛiſte and his Apo 
ſtles, with all their doctrine of patience, 
thꝛouah which we ſhould haue hope, 
Alas what caſe were we in when we 
knew not what was the olde teſtament, 
noꝛ what was the new: The Bible was 
an vnknowen thing with in theſe foztie 
pres (02 little mo2c) herein England. 
Icroboam had inuented vs anew Law, 3; 


to wo:ſhip,as we ſer by the Ilraͤelites in 
the Uildernes, which aſſone as Moyſes 
was gon into the Mount to talke with 
the Loꝛd and fo receiue the tommaunde⸗ 
ments: by and by they muſt haue ſome 
ſimiltude, ſome likenes of God, ſome one 
thing oꝛ an other to direct their pꝛapers Ex. 32. 
bnto , and therfoꝛe made them a Golden 
Calfe and woꝛſhiped it. 

And Icroboam (I ſay) knew wel that 
the people muſt needs haue ſomewhat ta 
woꝛſhip 
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b., 1o, woꝛſhip, and he feared lei (if they ſhould 


goe fo Jeruſalem to ww2liytp ) he should 
ler ſe his kingdome ag ay ne, and therkoze 
he made them two golden calues in Dan 
and Berhell, 

Our leroboam like wiſe after that he 
came to that great dignitie, that he was 
called Pater patrũ, caput Eccleſie ec, with 
ſuch like: he knew wel that il the people 
ſhould knowe the Scripture, and be bꝛou 
ght vp in the ſimple dogrine of Chꝛiſte: 
that he ( noꝛ none of his) could neuer cons 
finew lo P2tnce like clcane contrary to 
the doctrine therof, 

Whecrfo2e diligent ſtudpe was had to 
inuent Seruices, Wwozſhipings, Expoſt- 
tions, Lawes, Councels, Ceremonies, 
Sacraments, with all tte codlt;i ft Iews 
els and collly apparel that mought be had 
ſo that at the laſt the whole world with p 
great holines. No realme but Cardinales 
were p chef in the coũcel + ruled the who 
le realme. Biſhops were Ambaſſadozs F 
of p pꝛiuie councel. Deancs and Pꝛeben⸗ 
darpes were the Bings Phiſittans, Chap 
lens and Steward?, Parſons and Ucar? 
were great Lo2ds, Stewards and Chap⸗ 
lens. J ſpeak nothing of Abbots, P2102 
P;outnctalls 
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Pꝛouincialls, with ſuch a rablementof 
Clopſterers. 

What did all theſe 2 did they teach the 
people the Goſpeil of le ſus Ciritte z did 
they teach the people Faith in Chꝛiſte, 
loue and charitie, meeknes, gentlenes, 
ſimplicitie, ſobzietie, chaſtitie, liberalitie, 
and to deſpiſe the woꝛld, and to goe tho⸗ 
rowe the Whldernes with Moyſes and 
Chꝛiſte there to be trycd whether their 
faith were like Abrahams tonſtancie and 
lining in the pꝛomiſes of God: Alas, few 
of them could teach any thing at all, foꝛ 
they were ( fo2 the moſte parte) great 
mens Sonnes b2ought vp in Bawking 
and Hunting, thep knew not the Goſpel, 
peraduenture they would ſet their Ch ap 
lens to pꝛeach the maiſter of the ſen⸗ 
tences, and the Legend aure, if he bꝛou⸗ 
ght two oꝛ thꝛe of the Doco2s ; oh what 
à learned man was that? 

But theſe great men tok their plea⸗ 
ſures, they knew not what faith is, but 
imagined t hat they had faith when they 
belœued there was a God, that leſus 
C iri(tt was his Sonne, and boꝛne of the 
Uirgin Paro tc. But now they thought 
this to be to litle to bꝛing them to Heauk, 

D. and 
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and therfoꝛe all the Maſſe,Matins,Cnen 
ſongs , Diriges , holy B2zcad, holy Waz 
ter. Malmes, Aſhes with ſuch other geer: 
ſhould be a m-ane (and ſpeciallp their 
new Sacraments and Idols that Ierobo 
am had ſet vp) and ther foꝛe they helde 
ffoutly that faith only could not inſfiific, 
neither to; ld we by faith cn!» be accops 
ted into Gods fauour, fo2 they knew not 
whatthis liuelp faith (that Abraham 
had) ment. 

Let Paule ſap what he will, the Chur⸗ 
ch was aboue Paule and all the Strip⸗ 
tures, now was their liuing like vnto o⸗ 
ther mens oꝛ wurſſe: pea and the cauſe 
of all others miſcheef, foꝛ they were as 

20ud , enuious and malitious: as any 
men inthe wo2ld, pea a man had beene 
better to haue had the diſpleaſure of ten 
other then oue of them, they fared as wel 
and had as many daintie diſhes: as any 
Loꝛds iu the realme, and moze quietnes 
à great deale. 

This could not be without Women, 
whether they were whozcmonarrs , as 
dulterers and wurſſe: let all the wo2ld be 
iudge. No me ſought moꝛe to be aloft in p 

woꝛld then they did, q ſuch great houles, 
to2ſcs, 
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hozſes, hounds, ſhoting, dicing, opẽ houle 
foꝛ Gentlemen, their ſeruants in Ueluct 
and chaines of Golde, what temptation 
they had in the Nlildernes J can not tel, 
vnics they were tempted with Ladves 
and Oentlewomen that viſited them, but 
ſure they tempted other, and made them 
goe thoꝛobo the Ulilderncs, and choꝛow 
the fire alſo. 

Alas, thep had no mercy vpon a poꝛe 
wꝛetch that once opened his month aga⸗ 
inſt them: but cryed out Heretick Here⸗ 
tick, burn, burn, Fagots,fire, but his exa⸗ 
minations was not heard of the lay peo⸗ 
ple foꝛ feare . Alas, if the Loꝛd had not 


dom, and like vnto Gomorra. 

Be wiſe therfore(O ye Kings) be lear 
ned ye that be ludges of the earth, leſt the 
Lord be angry with you and ſo ye perish 
from the right vvay. But Bings 
were alwapes kept dwing with warres,

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infs liues. J am ſure they haue w2iften 
the beſt they could foꝛ him, but yetmark 
it well. There was no man mought 
ſtudp the Scriptures beſoꝛe he had been 
Maſter ot art, and then was it nothing 
woꝛth till he had ſtudied the Docto2s, 
councels, and decras, the which is mo2e 
then any man is able to do in all his life 
though he liue. Lrrrr. ter and to ſap his 
ſeruice beſide, which all P2eeſtes were 
bound to do en pain of dampnation. 
This J ſpeakeof our docoꝛs in p vniuer 
ſities As oꝛ out Pꝛaſtes in the tuntrep 
the eaycs haue ben that he was coun - 
ted a great Clarke that could tell whom 
he ſhould ſerue fo mo2ow , They knew 
not v1hat the bible meant, they were not 
acquainted with the new teſtament. 
Some of them thought it ſhould be here 
ſic becauſe it was called p new feſtamet, 
Fo2 this wa2r[ new Jofftded them great 
ly. But now they be wel amended foz 
ſome of them wil be able to read engliſh 
within a while though ſoꝛe againſt their 
wil. J know well they can not abide the 
hearing ot this no moꝛe then the Scribs 
and Phariſers could abide Chriſte when 
he ſaid wo be vnto you Scribes and Pha 
rileys 
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riſeys foꝛ ye ſhut vp the kingdome'of 
God befo2e men tc. but we (peraduen⸗ 
fire they wil lay) wer denp not therkoꝛe 
C:ri{te, but wa worſhip Chriſte and 
wwe kill them that will not belazucg in 
Chriſte. 

But ſaith Chriſte, Take heed that no 
man deceiue you, For there shall many 
come and ſay, I am Chriſt: and shall de- 
ceiu e many, but vvhen yee ſee the abho- 
mination of deſolation itand in the ho. 
ly place &c. then if any man $hall ſay vn 
to you, lo heer is Chrilte, bele:uc it not, 


leroboam was not ſo mad to ſay y ſhall Re. Iz. 


beleue no moꝛe in y Lo2d: but he ſaped 
it is much foꝛ you to go fo Icruſilem. Be⸗ 
holde therfoze theſe ſhall be pour Gods 
c. his meaning was that they ſhould do 
to theſe Oods the ſane Uiw2thip that 
they did befo2e at leruſalem, 

And our Patriarks pꝛetend Chriſte all 
togither, but the wo ꝛſhip that he pꝛelcri⸗ 
bed vnto vs was gone. Vis doctrine with 
all the Scriptures had they locked from 
vs, ſo that none of vs durſt loke vpon if 
in the tung that we vnderſtod, ſo that we 
could haue but ſmall hope thozowe com- 
D. iu. fozt 
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fozt of the ſcriptures, 

Alas, how was it poſſible that we 
ſhould be cbedient vnto the voyce of our 
Loꝛd God and walke in his wapes: wt ec 
we linew them not, no2 could tell what 
they ment, but moſte barty , humble and 

mmo2tall thanks be giuen to the almigh 
tie God, which thoꝛowe the merits and 
pꝛaper of our merciful Moy ſes hath fhir- 
red the hart of noble King Henny the vin. 
to deſtrop the abhominations of this wic 
ked leroboam, 

But cheefly of all other things (as we 
are moſte bound at this time) ought wer 
to lawd and pꝛapſe the Loꝛd, which of 
his tender loue likewiſe hath giuen vs 
a gratious Tucdith , which (by the grate 
and power of the Lo2d) ſhall (th oꝛow her 
godly gouernment and cotinſailers)finiſh 
the building of the holy Temple, which 
her father began, accoꝛ ding to the patern 
that the Loꝛd hath p2cſcribed in the Gol 
pell of his only Sonne zeſus Chꝛiſte dur 
o d. How be it we are not yet pail the 
Mildernes, We are not pet entred the 

land of Canaan , foꝛ although the L oꝛd 
hath and doth dayly plague ſuch vnfayth 


ful meſlengers: which haue not earneffly 
Leicened 
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belceued his wozd: but frared men moꝛe 
then God, yet ceaſieth not temptations, 
troubles, grudgings and murmurings. 

Joꝛ ſome w2ing and wꝛeſt to go back 
againe into Egipt, and do as their fozfas 
thers haue done, fo? there is plenty of 
Golde and ſiluer, meat and d2unl:, there 
mouaht we fill our belpes by the flcthe 
pots. 

There was moꝛe plenty (flap thep) 
of all maner of things in one Zown:then 
there is now in a whole Shire, moe pas 
ſtime and mirth in one day ; then is now 
in a whole pœre. It was neuer merp ſince 
this new learning came vp, this ſay they 
that can not abide the ſcarcitie in the wil 
dernes, noꝛ any temptation in the deſert, 
An other ſoꝛte (which be politick men) 
they would foꝛthe it with a god will, foz 
they care not which end of the ſtaffe goe 
foꝛ ward: ſo they might not be in danger, 
and might allo get ſome what by it. 

Theſe men be akrapd ofthe Cananifs, 
Moabits, Amorits, with the reſt of the 
Nations, x ſpctial:y the Eti nicks which 
be great Giants. 

The Biſhop of Roome is a great man, 
and hath done manp feats of Armes in 
D. ty, bis 


T he Fiſtory. 
his dayes, J knowe wel his Biſhops and 
other Pꝛelates beare a great ſtroke vet 
in many Tountreps. But what ſapeth 
Joſua and Caleb: Their ſhadow is depar 
fed from them, the Loꝛd is with vs, feare 
not therfoꝛe. 

And ſurelp (as is ſapd.) If pour conſci⸗ 
ence be clere, ſo that you ſake nothing 
but the gloꝛy of God: you ned not feare 
men. But nob there is an other ſoꝛte ot 
men , which after they perceiued that 
GO d had openly plagued the grudging 
people fo: their vnfaithſulnes, ſuch as 
would goe back againe in to Egipt, in ſo 
much that they percciued that the Lo2d 
would haue them go foꝛward to conquer 
the land: theſe men come to Moyles their 
gouernour and Captaine and lay. Lo we 
be heere and will voc vp vato the place 
of which the Lord hath ſpoken vnto vs, 
for we haue ſinned, But Moyles ſayd why 
goeyeontlius beyond the woord of the 
Lordęit will not come well to palle with 
you,goc not vp therfore. &c. 

But they would fo:th, euen into the 
top of the hill, there was no remedy, and 
there were all layne . Uery notable is 
this place foʒ vs, and wozthy to be had in

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rememb2aunce. Fo2 here may we per⸗ 
ceiue how froward and vnrulp the mul- 
titude of men are, alway to be obedient 
to the voyce of the Loꝛd. 

Cuery way are we pꝛone and redy to 
fall from the wm2d of peace, they were 
not ſo far cn the right hand:but now they 
are as farre on the left hand, they were 
not ſo lack befoꝛe: but now they be as 
haſty, and all beſide the woꝛd of the Loꝛd. 

V Ve haue ſinnedſſay they, ) and whp 
ſo? Uerely becauſe they went not foꝛth 
at the commandement of God, but grud⸗ 
ged, and now they were commaunded fo 
tary and not aoc :+ yet they went, they 
thought fo haue made a mends:and mar s 
red all togither. 

A god leſſen is this alſo foꝛ our god 
intents, UWibhatſo euer is done of a god 
intent ( ſap our fathers) is meritoꝛious. 
And it is playne that theſe men went fwꝛ⸗ 
th even of ſuch a god intent: and pet wes 
re ſlapne, becauſe they harkened not to 
the voyce of the Lo2d , which ſpake vnto 
them by his Pꝛophet Moyſes,as he ſpea⸗ 
keth daply to vs by Chꝛiſte, and all the 
Pꝛophets and Apoſtles.

But theſe men repented and were ſo⸗ 
rp, they were tonuerted, pea thep were 
conuerted from ignoꝛ zunce to erroꝛ, they 
would not goe fo2th Lefoze at the word 
and tommanndement of God: and now 
thep would not fary af the rommaunde⸗ 
ment of God, but fo2th without anp tap 
62 let. Some there be that perceiue the 
Pope and his garde to haue led vsblind- 
ly this many yeeres into a ſhamekull cons 
fuſion of our fatth , and of the true woꝛ⸗ 
thip of God:and now therfo2e without all 
aduiſement and diſcretion would deſtrop 
all togither, and care not Whether there 
be any miniſters oꝛ no, fo they may haue 
the lande and bencfices of theſe blinde gui 
des, 

They care not whether there be any in 
their roume oꝛ no, oꝛ whether gods wa2d 
be pzeached , oz the Sacraments mini⸗ 
ſtredoꝛ no. Im eane not the ſeauen Sa⸗ 
craments after the miniſtration of theſe 
Caterpillers which do all fo2 lucre: but 
euen Chꝛiſtes Dacraments , which he 
hath oꝛdeined fo confirme our faith in the 
wozd, but the men (A (ap) be ſo haſty fog 
wards

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wards to kill the Cananites and other na 
tions, becauſe they Would haue their plea 
ſant land to dwel in belike foꝛ they went 
beſide the woꝛd ol the Lo2d, 

Many there be that get ſpirituall lan⸗ 
ds + polieffions, Pꝛebẽ ds Benefices in 
to their hands, but how many be there 
that labour fo2 a man of awd knoweledge 
to emoy ſuck liuing: no fye (ſap thep) it 
is pitie that euer he ſhould be troubled 
with it, foꝛ the poſſeſſions and riches do 
co2rupt euen the beſt Bꝛeachers, (as it 
bath happened in ded.) But alas god 
men how carefull be they to god pꝛeach⸗ 
ers, to pꝛouide that they be not coꝛrupt 
with great liuings, but J meruaile they 
haue no pittp vpon them telf, Jpꝛomiſe 
you that if god P2eachers which haue 
knowledge in Chꝛiſtes doctrin, and haue 
bene tied in the KHuldernes with trouble 
and temptation, if they (J ſay) can not 
well vſe theſe riches and poſſeſſions acco2 
dingly,but muſt becoꝛrupted with them: 
it ſhall be hard to make me belcue that 
you (which haue not ſo much knowledge 
in the ſame Doctrine, neither hath your 
faith berne ſo well tried) ſhould vie them 
without a coꝛxupt conſcience, which ſhall 
be to your owne damnation. Take 
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Take hed therfoꝛe that there be not 
in any of vou an enill hart of vnbelcef to 
depart from the liuing God And remem⸗ 
ber that Saint Paule faith. Couetouſnes 
is the rote of all euill. 7 would vnto our 
Loꝛd men knew # would conſider what 
a ſtrait reconing that we ſhalbe all cal- 
led vnto, where we ſhill anſwere fo2 the 
miſpending of euerp Farthing that the 
Loꝛd hath committed to our goucrnace , 
Then ſhall we ſay alas that euer I foke 
ſuch paines and trauaile fo2 the which is 
now become mine cucrlaſtinx ſhame and 
deſtruction, 

But what ſhould if availe to ſpeak a- 
gainſt that vice of conctonſnes 2 nothing 
at all. And this is one cauſe that maketi 
many men fo haſte ſo fat (02 ward . But 
theſe men that came to Movſes, x would 
goe ſo freſhly againſt their ennempes: 
went vp into the mount aine. Moyſes bad 
them tary and take the Loꝛd with them: 
they ſhould ſpeed the better, but yet they 
would not tary, ſoꝛ they had bern to low 
to noe fo2ward at the commaundement 

of God, z therfoꝛe now they would make 
moꝛe haſte, wheras befo2e they had beler 


ued to enter into the Kingdome of Yeas 
nen 
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uen by their idle invented ſuperſtitious 
vaine works, (oꝛ at the leaſt way they 
thought them a meane the rather to ob - 
taine) and therfoze grudged at the dot 
rine of the Goſpell, and thouaht it a new 
ſchwle inuended bp theſ: new fellowes 
(as they term them) contrarp to the mos 
ther holy Church. Now they were cons 
uerted from that popiſh faith : and begin 
to run an other way, xuen in tothe moun 
taine at the firſt daſh , whether Moyſes 
wil oꝛ no And they ſap, if q be pꝛedeſtined 
to be ſaued: J ſhalbe ſaued, do J neuer 
ſo euill. If {be pꝛedeſtined fo be damned: 
I ſhalbe damned do what J wil, and ſay 
any man what he will, wherfoze let vs 
be mery and let God work. 

Theſe men (vnles God ok his infinit 
godnes and mercy call them ſone to gra 
ce) Imap think well enough that they 
be veſſels of w2ath oꝛdeined to damnati⸗ 
on, euen very bꝛute beaſtes deſlitute of 
all grace and unldome to. And although 
J will not lay that it is ũune againſt the 
holy Ghoſt: vet ſurelp it is great blaſphe 
my, with ſich lightnes oꝛ raſhnes, with⸗ 
out diſcretion and iudgement and hum⸗ 
blenes of minde to talke of the high pꝛe⸗ 
deſtination 
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deſfinafton of God. But J let them paſte 
as thoſe whom all wiſe mcn ,honcff and 
learned do vfferly abhoꝛ. 

But there be other men which clime 
not fully ſo high as theſe, but how much 
they differ from the other J can not tell. 
Theſe be ſuch ſoꝛte of men which holde 
that faith is ſufficient ſo that no woꝛks 
are neceſſarily required fo our iuſtifica⸗ 
tion. Trueth it is, we need no wo2k of 
our obne to be iuſtiſted oꝛ to be made 
rightudus in the ſight of God, foꝛ it is the 
woꝛk of God to beleene in him whom he 
hath ſent, that is leſus Chriſte, by the 
which ſaith only we are iuſtified in the 
ſight of God. But is it not neceiſarp trow 
ve that J declare this faith to my b2cthe - 
ren: els why ſaith Chꝛiſte. Cuery god 
tree bꝛingeth foꝛth god fruits. ⁊c. And by 
their fruit ſhall pe knowe them. If you 
will ſay that you declare pour faith vnto 
your bꝛethꝛen by the confeſſion of pour 
mouth, and lap pou belcue and pet doe 
not the woz2ks of belcefe: Chꝛiſte ſapeth 
to you, Not all thep that ſay Lo2d,Lo2d; 
ſhall enter into the kingdome of Heauen, 
but he that doth my Fathers will which 
is in Heauen. The Lozd is no ſuch idle 
93 
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o2 vaine workman that ſetteth Tres 
which ſhall bear no fruit, foꝛ doutles his 
god frees ſhall bꝛing th god fruit, vn⸗ 
les they be taken vg befoꝛe Summer and 
ſpꝛing time come, and why ſo;: to reward 
oꝛ retompence his maker of his benefits: 
no, no, he careth not foꝛ our rewards no2 
recompente: but he doth it becauſe we 
ſhall do amd to his houſho ld, and declare 
to them what godnes ? haue receiued at 
the Lo22s hand foꝛ their lakes, that eue⸗ 
ry member might do god one to ano - 
ther, he aſketh nothing but thanks, but 
all is foꝛ our owne commoditie, that we 
ſhould help eche other with ſuch loue as 
he hath ſhowed vita vs, by dwing god 
wherby we declare our clectiõ in Chziſte, 
and make our calling ſure, There is no 
ma y loueth fartelp:but he hath pleaſure 
to do the thing that delighteth him who 
he loucth,that he mought ſeale his frend 
ſhip fo confinew , Continew in my loue 
(ſaith Chrilte ) if ye ſhall kepe my com 
mandemets: pe bide in my loue, eut᷑ as J 
haue kept my fathers ꝭ bide in his loue. 
Here wil they obiect + ſay, Þ foꝛ as much 
as OS. lohn ſaith. If we ſay we haue no 
fin; we decetue our ſelues and the trueth 
is not in vs, It were but a Phariſeicall 


m.. 
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pꝛide fo ſcke fo be fo vp21ght in the law, 
as though we could be without fault, fo: 
we ſhalbe ſinners do what we wil. And 
as S. Paul ſaith , we holde that a man is 
iuſtiſied by faith without the wozkes of 
the law, And Peeter ſaith , thoꝛow faith 
doth God pur iſie the harts. Wherfo2e if 
we haue faith it is ſufficient. If theſe me 
did truelp vnderſtand faith: they ſhoulo 
knowe that it is a liuely thing, a mightie 
thing woꝛking by loue. That faith doth 
S. Paul) meane to the Galathians, where 
as he ercludcth all thinas ſane faith, the 
Which faith (faith he) is mightie in woꝛ⸗ 
king by loue. As we ſee how it w2ought 
in Abraham and all the holy Fathers, foꝛ 
if Abraham had not beene obedient to the 
boyce and commauntement of God (as 
we read of him) how ſhould it haue bene 
ſo much knowen vnto vs that his Faith 
was counted vnto him fo2 rightuouſnes? 
If Caleb x Ioſua had not declared their 
ſatth tothe people: how could we haue 
learned by them to be faithfull 2 One nã 
ſercheth the ſcriptures and findeth there 
thus ſaith the Loꝛd, and the ſerchcth his 
owne pollitick wit + weieth p matter w 
his owne reals whether it be belt to do ſo 
02 
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02 no, as the L 02d tommaundeth Doth 
* this man wozk by faith? An other like⸗ 
wiſe ſercheth the ſcriptures and findeth 
there, thus ſth the Lo2d , Ve ſaith if J 
bcleue it is ſuffictent . Doth this man 
wozk by faith : o2 doth he knowe what 
faith is? Is faith ſuch a common thing: 
that euery man may haue it when as he 
will: oꝛ hath eucry man faith that hath 
read in the ſcripturcs? No, noꝛ many 
which haue great knowledge in the ſcrip 
tures, foꝛ manp can teach other the liber⸗ 
tie of the Goſpel: but they them ſelues be 
the bond ſeruants of coꝛruption. Pettheſe 
men imagin that they haue faith that iu⸗ 
ſtiſieth, but faith is not mans imaginatiõ. 
Fo2 how can they haue the inftifying 2. The 
faith: that continew in extoꝛtion and co 
uetouſnes, in whoꝛdome and adulterp, 
in enupe and wꝛath, exceſſe and dꝛunken 
nes, blaſphempe and periurp, 02 in wic- 
ked ſuperſtition and Jdolatrye, with all 
kinde of abhomination? Would ye haue 
me think this man to haue the iuſtifping 
faith: No, no. Foz be ſure that the who2- Ephe. 5, 
monger 02 vncleane perſon, oꝛ couetous 
perſon (which is a wozſhipper of ma - 
ges) hath no inheritaunce in the King - 
E. dome 
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dome of Chriſte and God, Let no man de⸗ 
ceiue you with vaine woꝛ ds, foꝛ be cauſe 
of theſe tommeth th e wꝛath of God vpon 
the childꝛen ofvnbelef+c . All theſe euill 
woꝛkers be the childꝛen of vnbelerf. Let 
them boalt of faith, let them boaſt of the 
Golpell,yea let them caſt out theſe deuils 
of other men in the name of Chriſte : pet 
ſhall he ſay vnto them, J neuer knewe 
vou, departe from me ye woꝛkers of ini⸗ 
quitie. The Iewes boaſted them ſelues to 
be Abrahams childꝛen, but Chriſte ſapd 
vnto them, ik pe were Abrahams childzen 
ve would do the deeds of Abraham. Herr- 
vnto pertaineth that of S. Iames, where 
he ſaith. Ye ſ& then how that of deeds a 
man is iuſtiſted and not of faith only, Foz 
although Abrahams faith were knowen 
enough vnto God (which ſercheth the in 
ward partes and iuſtiſieth the hart) pet 
could not we haue ſene his lo great faith 
vnles it had beene declared by ſome out- 
ward woꝛk, which mought aſſerfain vs 
alſo of his iuſtification by faith. And all⸗ 
though be be iuſtiſied in the ſight of God 
by faith only, (which is alſo the gift ol 
God) yet is it neceſſary that we declare 
our faith to the Bzetheren by our obedi⸗ 
ence 


[ 
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ence to the will and commauntcments 
of God, what a great gift J haue retei⸗ 
ned of the Loꝛd, that J mought the rather 
pꝛouoke them to do likewiſe, foz other - 
wife we can not be toined togither in one 
faith. Fo2 nip bꝛothers faith is vncertain 
to me: vnles 7 ſœ the fruits of it appeer, 
although God knowe the hart. Therkfoze 
faith S. James ſhewe me thy faith by thy 
deeds, and J will ſhewe my faith by my 
deeds , and then as the belecfc of the hart 
tuſtifieth befoꝛe God: fo the weo2 4s of fas 
ith iuſtifp befoꝛe me, that 1s,voth declare 
our iuſtificatiõ vnto men. This is plaine 
by ſ. James woꝛd whẽ he ſaith, faith w- 
out deeds is dead. And agayn , ye ſe how 
faith wꝛought w his deeds, ſo did v derds 
ſpꝛing of faith, foꝛ faith was the wozker, 
thus do we make Paula lames agree, Fo2 
wheras S. Paul excludeth (as is ſaid befo 
re) al maner of wo2k?,cuen þ wozks ol 
law in iuſtiſication 5 iuſtification might 
come by the only faith in lelus Ch riſte; e⸗ 
uen here doth he declare what faith he 
meaneth,faith ( ſaith he) which by lou 
is mightie in operation. It it be no woꝛ⸗ 
king faith:it is not the faith that Sd. Paull 


ſpeaketh of, Take hed thertoze 8 Gala. 
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that there be not inany of you an enill 
hart of vnbelœf to departe from the lt - 
uing God, Take herd (J ſay) and be not 
deceiued. ſoꝛ faith is not ſo (mall a trifle 
as men eſtœme it. Fo2 to ſay fayth only 
iuſtifieth is Conc ſpeken,but to know the 
woz:kina of it, and how it appꝛehendeth 
the mercy of Bod ottered vs in Chriſt: 
is a areat matter. Foz this faith that we 
ſpeak of when we ſap, faith only iuſtifi⸗ 
eth: is altucly thing (as is ſuid ) which 
wo2keth by !mnc in the holy Shot. Foz 
there is no {in in our moꝛtali bodpes: but 
this faith aſſaulteth it, and by litle and li⸗ 
tle dꝛiueth it away. as when we begin to 
ware careful foꝛ the things of the world, 
to couet abundannce of riches : faith ſays 
th. Be not carefull what pe ſhall eat o2 
what pe ſhall dzink, c. Care not foꝛ to 
moꝛowe tc. As foꝛ abundaunce,how can 
a faithfull man be quiet with abundaun⸗ 
ce ſceing his bꝛother in neccſſifie? What 
faith hath that man which ſozoweth not 
at his ne ighbours greef: How doth he ſo 
ro we foꝛ his neighbours greef : that la - 
bourcth fo2 his owne pꝛiuat pꝛofit with⸗ 
ont any reſpec ot his neighbours neceſſt- 
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all to them ſel , even with the great loſſe 
and hurt to the neighbours: 

here is faith which by loue is migh 
tie in operation: If we ve idle and ſake 
not one way 62 an other to pꝛoſit the com 
mon welth: faith ſaith, In the ſweat of 
thy bꝛowes ſhalt thou eat thy bꝛead, and 
he that labonreth not ſhall not eat. xc.If 
Jloue mo neighbonr as my (elf; how 
can J be idle all day, and at enen eat my 
bꝛothers ſupper that de hath ſoꝛe labou⸗ 
red fo? all day, it isa token of ſmall lmue 
truely, But wi;o will pet laboure + map 
be idle: oꝛ if they do labour: what labour 
doc a great number of men ſtudy, how 
they map get away all that belongeth to 
the poꝛe to them ſelf? trnely it were bet 
ter they Were idle. Alas where is Fapth 
which by loue is mightie in operation 
Ik we begin to war pꝛond, to exalt our ſel 
ues aboue our bꝛetheren. Faith ſaith, he 
that exalteth him ſcif ſhalbe b2onaht low, 
But who ſceketh not to be hype? Learne 
of me (ſaith Chrilte) fo2 Jam mek . Ve 
that will be great mona pou ſhalbe a ſer 
uant,fo2 the ſonne ofman came not to be 
ſerued but to do ſcruice. Oh where is 
this humilitie and hnmblencs of minde ?

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Who coueteth not to rule all men, x 
would be ruled of none 2 Af God haue gi⸗ 
uen riches, polſeſſions, authoꝛitie oꝛ any 
like benefit: it is applyed to maintaine 
our pꝛide, to exalte our ſclucs aboue our 
bꝛetheren. Where is faith which by lwue 
is mightie in operation 2 If we be temp⸗ 
ted with enuye and malice (ſaith faith) a 
nenge not pour ſelues, but giue rownic 
to the wꝛath of God, foz vengeaunte is 
mine, and J will reward (ſaith the Lozd) 
Pra, who can ſuffer any iniury 02 wꝛong 
and will not be reuenged: Yea who can 
ſuffer him (clf to be ſpoken vnto, althou⸗ 
gh he haue deſerued a great rebuke? 
Wiherets faith which by lone is migh⸗ 
tie in opcraſion 2 If we deſire the com - 
pany vnlawfully oſ our ueighbours wife 
oꝛ ſeruant: faith ſaith, who lo loketh on 
a wife luſting after her, hath comitted ad 
ultry atredy in his hart #c, Whozkepers # 
adulterers God will iudge. Yet who is 
not wery of his owne wife a ſaketh his 
neighbours: Like ſtoned ho2ſes (ſapeth 
Jeremye) eucryone neyeth after his nets 
ghbours wife, only eſtematid refrapneth 
a great many , whoſe wozking are verp 
ſecret, Where is this rule become: do as 
ve 
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ye would be done vnfo? Uhhere is faith 
which by louc is mightie in operation? 

Ik we commit Jdolafrte, (ſaith Faith) 
Thou ſhalt wo2ſhip thy Loꝛd God, and 
him only ſhalt thou ſerue. Some perhap? 
would aſke me what is Jdolatry,oz who 
committeth Jdolatry 2 J ſay,he that woz 
thipeth any thing without the erpzclle 
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man hath ſane God at any time. They 
that will wo2ſhip God: muſt wozſhip 
him in ſpirit + in trueth. But who woꝛ⸗ 
ſhipeth not viſible lpectacles and creatu⸗ 
res in ſted of the creatoꝛ: and ſo rob God 
ol his honoꝛ . Some doit fo2 that ther 
wil not offend their b2others conſcience, 
vea rather vecauſe they wil not be called 
Hereticks, that is to ſap, a true belæuer 
in Chriſte, and a luer of hts doctrine, As 
Iohn w:iteth, how many of the chef ru⸗ 
lers beleened on him? but becauſe ofthe 
Phariſesthey would not be a knowen of 
it, leſt they ſhould be excommunicated , 
fo2 they lIoued mo2e the pꝛaiſe with men 
then with God, So our men would ſem 
to feare God and loue him, but the feare 
t lone of men appereth to haue the high 
er place. Whereis faith which by loue 
E. iy. is 
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is mightie in operation? It can not be 
found, it is loſt . When the ſonne of man 
commeth, think ye he ſhall finde faith on 
the earth? The olde Mumſimus wil not 
heare the woꝛd of the Loꝛd but d2aweth 
back, The new Sumſimus be ſo foꝛ ward 
euen beyond the woꝛd of the Loꝛd. Yea 
they care no moꝛe fo2 the N cꝛd of the 
Loꝛd then wil ſerue their couetous lucre 
to fill their luſts, to ſerue ſoꝛ their enui⸗ 
ous t cruell minde ⁊ to line in all abhomi 
natiõs.

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they perfect, but when Saint Paule ſaith, 
though J had all p tungs, though J could 
pꝛophecie and vnderſtand all ſecrets and 
knowledge, yea if J had all faith ſo that J 
could moue mountaines ont of their pla- 
ce, if J gaue all my gods to fed the poꝛe, 
and though J gaue my body to be burred, 
pet if J haue no loue: J am nothing (ſaꝝ 
ethhe. They make no retoning ok this. 
But what is this loue 2 Loue luffe⸗

| ethnot,voth not frowardly,ſwelleth not, 
| dealethnot diſhoneftly,ſeeketh not her ow 
ne. tc. {Join now Paules woꝛds and lohns 
woods togither, foꝛ if we boaſt of faith, 
| and yet confinew in ſin: what faith haue 
we: 
| Lok vnto whom ye giue ouer your ſel Rom, 
nes as ſeruants to obay: his ſeruaunts 
ye are whom ye obay{ſaith Saint Paule) 
whether it be of ſin vnto death, oꝛ of obe⸗ 
dience vnfo rightuouſnes. They heare Ag; x 
S. Pecter ſay, thoꝛow faith God puriſi⸗ ; 
eth our harts: but they heare him not 
how arcatly he deſireth them to leaue the 
ir wicked liuing ſaving, deerely beloued 
A beſech you as ſtraungers and pilgrims I. Pe. 
to abllaine from fleſhly luſts which fight

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againſt the ſoule,and ſe that you haue an 
honeſt conuerſation among the vnbelee⸗ 
uing, that where as they backbite you as 
cuil doers : they map ſee your god woꝛ⸗ 
kes and pꝛaiſe God in the day of viſitati⸗ 
on tc. 

Fo2 if after we haue eſcaped the filthi⸗ 
nes of the woꝛld thoꝛowe the knowledge 
ofthe Loꝛd and Sauiour Icſus Chriſte, 
we be yet tangled againe therin and ouer 
come: then is the latter end wurſle then 
the beginning. Oh that theſe men would 
heare Moy ſes ſpeak, and be obedient vnto 
the voyce ofthe Loꝛd ſpoken by his Pꝛo⸗ 
phets,and not take that maketh fo2 their 
purpoſe, and run hedlong vp in to the top 
ofthe hill. Foꝛ as many as be ſo haſty 
fozth beyond the wo2d of the Loꝛd: ſhall 
be flaine of the enemies, ouertome of ſin, 
and dꝛowned in their owne luſts, and foz 
lack of true and faithful ſhepherds ( which 
ſhould exhoꝛt them dayly ) they ſhalbe ſo 
hardened in their ſinnes: that afterward 
if any faithful man cõe vnto the:they will 
not hear him, but rather call him Jpocrit, 
becauſe he thꝛetneth with the law . Pet 
doth S. Paull call the law our ſcholmat - 
ſter which leadeth vs to Chriltc, fo: _

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ly whoſe conſcience is not feared firſt w 
the law and ſo b2ought to repentaunce: 
ſhall neuer be mert to receiue a ſure hope 
of ſaluation by the Goſpcll , Take hede 
therfo2c there be not in any of you an e⸗ 
uill hart of vnbeleefe to departe from the 
liuing God, And with S. Paule alſo J be- 
ſcech you bꝛetheren by the mercifulnes of 
God that ye make your bodpes a lacrifi⸗ 
ce, holy and acceptable which is pour rea- 
ſonable ſeruing of God. And faſhion not 
your ſelues like vnto this wozld , but be 
renued ic, 

And let vs be admoniſhed by the ſtoꝛp 
of theſe ry. meſſengers, to fozſake our 
owne wiſdome, our owne ſtrenath, and 
our owne policie and inuention?,that we 
may wholp and altogither ſubdue our ſel 
ues, and be obedient vnto the vopce and 
commaundement of the Loꝛd only, belees 
uing alluredly that he maketh rich and al 
ſo poꝛe, he maketh ſick + healeth again, 
he only killeth and reuiueth, he only ca⸗ 
ſteth down and exalteth, he ſaueth and 
condemneth. Wherfo2eJ dw exhozt you 
bꝛetheren belwued in the Lozd leſus Chri 
ſte again and again, you chefly that are 
ſent by the riet! in your conſciente to ſpy

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out the land of Canaan fo2 pour bzcthe- 
ren, whether it be by pꝛeaching, reading, 
Wꝛiting, exhoꝛting 02 otherwiſe declas 
ring vnto the people the heauenly King / 
dome thꝛough the Goſpell ofthe Lo2d le 
ſus, Pca the Magiſtrates alſo, and all o⸗ 
ther officers appointed by pQueen,as bee 
ing commanded by God, vou alſo by pour 
fauour and patience do Jexhoꝛt to take 
example by the ten vnfaithfull Mellen ⸗ 
gers, which feared the multitude of ſtrõg 
men, that pe bꝛing not an cuill repoꝛte vp 
on the land that thꝛough feare of men we 
ſhould miſtruſt the power of God: but ra 
ther pꝛouoked by the example of loſua x 
Ca eb though a ſtrong faith do vou ac⸗ 
cozding to the commaundement of tie 
Loꝛd, and then are ye ſure that the Loꝛd 
will appere in the Tabernacle and deli⸗ 
uer vs, where as cls we ſhall be plagued 
with euerlaſting damnation fo2 our vn⸗ 
beleef. But if we be found faithfull loſu 
as and Calebs: then there is no dont but 
our Moyſes will ſo intreat his father fo2 
vs that theſe plagues ſhall light only vp- 
on ſuch vnfaithfull meſſengers, thoꝛowe 
whoſe euill repoꝛte we haue bene ſo long 
kept from this heanenly doctrin, the king⸗ 
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dome of God,and euerlaſting life, Chefs 
lyare they now fo be admoniſhed that be 
ſo haſty toꝛ ward: leſt they go beyond the 
woꝛd of the Loꝛd, and in ſted of the true 
liuelp faith: imagin them a Faith after 
their ownc minde, which ſhal ſuffer them 
ſtill to ſin. But therfoꝛe J ſay, where faith 
is: it woꝛketh a knowledge of our great 
weaknes, it wo2keth alſo an in ward ſoz⸗ 
ow of 5 hart, foꝛ this our ſin + wickednes 
and it pꝛouoketh vs in this ſc2ow to pꝛay 
vnto the Koꝛd, to call earneſtly fo2 ſtren⸗ 
gth continually thozow Chriſte to ouer⸗ 
tome theſe temptations, and that with te 
res, with a ſure hope of vidoꝛp. If I haue 
offended my neighbour, faith cauſeth me 
to ſatiſſie and content him, becauſe J lo⸗ 
ue him as my ſelf. If mp neighbour be vn 
godly and by no meanes will be reconci- 
led: pet Fapth maketh me p2ay foꝛ him 
hartilp, as J would he ſhould foꝛ me if J 
were in like blindenes. He that felcth 
not faith in his hart this wiſe woꝛking: 
is blinde, deceiueth him (elf, and is ill 
in vnbelcef. Take hed therfoze bꝛethꝛen 
that there be not in any of you an cuill 
hart of vnbelcefe to departe fro the liuing 
God. And ̃ beſeech the almightie GOD 
father of mercy and God ok all comfozt , 
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thoꝛowe our Sauiour and red&mer le. 
ſus Ghriſte, that he will ſo lighten and 
ſtrengthen the harts of our rulers, gouer 
nours, pꝛophets ⁊ pꝛeachers with his ſpi 
rif our cõfoꝛter, that they hating all vice x 
abhominatiõ (ſpecially couetouſnes) map 
neither feare men, noꝛ loue them (elf, but 
doe that only which the Loꝛd cömandeth 
with a pure and vndefiled conſcience.

which is pꝛepared from the begin⸗ 
ning, foꝛ all the true and faith 
full Bzetheren, 
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
